Claim 1, line 15, "wherein between them," should be -wherein between the cone 
shaped nests,- 

Claim 2, line 1, "The flowerbed specified in claim 1 is characterized by" should be 

-The flowerbed specified in claim 1 comprising:-

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102(b)/103(a) 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 

alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Brazilian Patent BR 93001 97 A to 

Trevisan. 
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Regarding Claims 1 and 3, Trevisan teaches standing flowerbed which is made 
of plastic (Trevisan title) and wherein characteristics features are: the flowerbed 
consists of a square, perpendicular base (Trevisan #3 and 4) with oval corners and 
cylinder-like fixable ending shaped in a symmetry axis (Trevisan #9); wherein vertical 
sleeve segments of a supporting column are shapely joined with the fixable ending and 
they are removable (Trevisan #5); wherein on its side planes it has profiled 
perpendicular supports with enforcing ribs for flowerpots (Trevisan does not have the 
element numbered, but it is the portion that connects #6 to #5); wherein the top of the 
supporting column is finished with the vertical sleeve segment (Trevisan #10) in an 
upper opening of which there is shapely placed a flowerpot (Trevisan #11), which is 
removable; wherein an inner space of the perpendicular square base, in corners, there 
are cone shaped nests for flowerpots (Trevisan big circles in element #3); wherein 
between them, in a symmetrical axis, there are nests for vertical sleeve segments 
(Trevisan #12 and #5 and Fig. In bottom right handside of the drawings) and shaped as 
truncated cone at the connection side slightly converting to an inside of side planes. 

It appears from the Figures of Trevisan that the flowerbed is a thin-wall type 
since applicant has not provided specific dimension in the specification to delineate thin- 
walled. However, it can also be viewed that Trevisan does not explicitly teach the thin — 
wall construction. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
to modify the teachings of Trevisan at the time of the invention to reduce costs by 
reducing the amount of required raw materials; or to economically adjust the strength of 
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the wall to meet the needs of different types of plant varieties; or to reduce shipping 
costs by reducing the weight of the device. 

Regarding Claims 2 and 4, Trevisan teaches the perpendicular base which is 
square-shaped, whereas the most attractive shape of the flower pots is that of a 
truncated cone (Trevisan #6). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
